Seed  Market  Conditions 


At  -this  writing  seed  prices  are  firm.  Everything  points  to  a  steady 
advance  during  the  spring  season.  Last  fall  when  seed  was  moving 
freely  it  sold  at  unreasonably  low  prices.  Prices  were  entirely  too 
low  considering  the  small  seed  crop.  The  producer  suffered  on 
account  of  economic  conditions  and  the  uncertainty  of  the  future..
